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The Aluscuni of Coiiipiirative Zorilogy hay hitcly received a 
small collection of mammals from Tonkin and the ncighhoring 
portion of southeastern Yunnan, China. These were obtained 
from the same region whence the Ihitish Museum recently liad 
a eollection containing sundiy nanarkahle novelties, described 
by Thomas and Dollman. Two of the squirrels in this second 
collection seem to represent undescrihed races, and thc'se are 
here named. I have also appended some additional notes on a 
tine adult male of the new snuli-nosed monkey of Tonkin de- 
scribed by Dollman. 

Sciurus castaneoventris haemobaphes snbsp. iiov. 

Tijpe . — Skin and skull, male, AI. i \ /. from Chih-piiig, south- 

eastern Vnnnan, 2(5 Februaiy, 1011. 

General characters . — A small siiuirrel (jf X\\c castaneornUris tyi>e, ditier- 
ing from other (lescril)ed formsin tlie comlnnation of blackish fingers and 
to(‘s, bully to ]>ale ochraceous ears; tli(‘ mixture of ochraeeous hairs witli 
th(‘ otluM’wise clear hazel of the throat, producing a more or less yellow 
patch, and the restricti<m of the bright hazel of the Inferior side of tla; 
hind legs to a narrow area that does not (piite reach the heel and does 
not inclnd(^ the aims and base of the tail. 

J)escri}>tion. — Head, including cheeks and chin, ilorsal surface of body 
and of limbs except the fe<*t a uniform grizzle«l cream buff and black, 
slightly darker over the mid-dorsal an‘a, where the individual hairs are 
either entindy hlack or Idack with oneor two buff’ rings. Those with a bully 
ring of about 2 mm. and a long black tij) of (5 or S mm. predominate. 
On the tail these rings increase in numlxn- and extent, and form on the 
terminal two-thirds indistinct transvt‘rse bands, with an outer fringe 
formed by the long buff or ochraceous tij)S. At the tip of the tail the 
terminal ochraceous band and the snbterminal black portions of the hairs 
are mucli longer then elsewhere and form thus a black patch with a dis- 
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oc'liraceoii^^ tip. Tlie ears are covered witli short buff liairs, becon- 
in^ in some specimens ocliraceous l)iit never tlie briglit hazel of the V)elly. 
P>et darker tlian tlie back; the toes nearly Ijlack with a fine ticking of 
bntfy. The under surfaces of body and limbs, except the chin, are clear 
bright hazel mixed on the upper throat with ocliraceous hairs which stand 
in stniuiT contrast and vary in amount from a few in the median line to 
a distinct i»ateh taperiuf? to the middle of the chest. The anal region 
and base of the tail below are like the back, instead of being included in 
the general chestnut color of the belly. 

Skull . — The skull is distinctly smaller than that of the neighboring race 
honhotei of which the Museum has a series from Szechwan. 

Measurnneids . — The type was measure<l by the collector as follows: 
head and body, 240 mm.; tail, 155; hind foot, 51; ear, 24. The skull 
measures: condylohasal length, 48 mm.; basal length, 45; zygomatic 
breadth, 20; interorbital constriction, 17; nasals, 14; diastema, 10.5. 

Remavks . — The Museum of ('omparative Zoiilogy has a tine series of 
>S'. c. honhotei of Szechwan lately described liy ^lessrs. Robinson and 
Wroughton, s<j that 1 have been able to make direct com])arison betwe<Mi 
this and the series from the lower country in extreme southeastern Yun- 
nan. The larger siz<", more hiitly upper surfaces, bright chestnut (*ars, 
and clear ferruginous underparts including anus, base of tail, and legs to 
the sole of the feet distinguish honhotei at once. From S. c. michianus , 
descrilied by the same authors,* from ]Mee Chee, Yunnan, it <liffers in 
having the ears much paler than the belly, the hands ainl feet nearly 
black, and the hazel of tlu* throat more or less mixed with ocliraceous 
anteriorly. According to Bonhote, typical castaneoventris is found in 
Fokien to the northeast, and he has described a grayer race from Xingpo. 
The new subspecies here recognized seems to represent a soutlieasterly 
otlshoot in the low hill country of this part of Yunnan. 

Dremomys pernyi flavior sulisp. iiov. 

T[/pe . — Skin and skull, male, M. C. Z. ll>,b'.n, from Atongtz, southeast- 
(‘rn Yunnan, Ihl 1 . 

General chararfera. — Similar to D. pernyi but smaller and yellower in 
general coloi'ation. T1 k‘ me<lian area of the umUn' side of the tail is yel- 
lowish or hutl'y instead of whitish. 

Description . — Entire upper surface of the head (exce[)t ears), lurk, 
ho<ly, limbs, and )>ase of tail a nearly uniform grizzled bulfy and black, 
slightly clearer butf on cheeks and hips, and with an ill defined pale bull' 
eyering. Both surfaces of the ears covered with short hairs of a pale 
ochraceous-rnfous, <leepest at the posterior basal portion. Chin, throat, 
belly and inner sides of the legs white, waslied with i»ale 'miff on the 
throat. The white hairs, (^xcej»t on the chin, have dark slaty bases. 
Anal region jaile ochraceous-rnfous, this color extending on to the l)ase 
of the tail Ixdow, and the inner sides of the tibial margin of the legs. 

Alxn’e, the tail is colored at the base like the back, but distally the

Skull. — tV)inixire<l with a series of skulls of tyj>ical prrnift from S/(‘ch- 
wan in the collection t)f the Mnsenm, that of the new race is decidedly 
smalUw and with ai)i)arentl 3 " shorter nasals. 

Mrasuremnaa. — 'Phe skin of the t^’pe hears the following nu‘asnrements 
ma<le hy tla* coll(‘ctor: head and body, Kid mm.; tail, iL^ti; hind foot, 
:iS; ear, iM. The skull, which unfortunately lacks the* condylar portion, 
measures: occi])ito-nasal kmgth, 47.5; nasals, Ki; fronto-pai’ietal sutuiH* 
to tip of nasals, :i(>; least interorl)ital width, 14; zygomatic breadth, 
<liast(‘ma, 1 1 : iippm’ cheek teeth, P. 

Rhinopithecus avunculus Dolhnan. 

In tlie Proceedings of the Zoological Society of Lomlon, lPli\ jiart 
}). 501), Mr. Guy Dollman has lately descril)ed a fourth sp(*cies of the 
remarkable snub-nosed monkeys of eastern Asia. The type was an adult 
female from Yen-hay, Tonkin, and tin* specimen was accom]>anied by a 
3'onng animal. The C(»loration is described as in general, “with dorsal 
surface of ho<ly black and underparts yellowish butIV’ This style of col- 
oring more nearly resembles that of II. roxellanar than of R. bietl, and 
the skull likewise is moi'e as in the former s])ecu‘s. 

The Museum of Comparative Zoology has just acqnii-cMl a skin ami 
skull of this fint‘ monkey, re])resenting an adult male, from Tonkin, 
jjrobably near the type locality. The coloration is slightly ditPerent from 
that <le.scribed for the type, in which the entire ventral surface of th(‘ 
body is yellowish bulP, extending down on the inner sid(*s of the legs to 
the hands and feet. In this malc‘ specimen, however, the “ ytdlowisli 
bulP’ is re<luced to a collar, encircling the throat, exc(‘pt hjr the Idack 
dorsal area ot the neck. Tlu‘ chin, cheeks, ch(‘st, bell^y and inner sides 
of the liml)s ai’e whifi with a scattering of long black hairs. A very faint 
bully wash may he seen on the cliest and anus, but this is hanlly 
noticeable. 

The ineasimMnents of this a<hilt male considtu'ahly excee<l those of tlH‘ 
adult female as given by Dollman. 1 have ai)])eiuled therefore the col- 
lector's measurements of the male, together with the cranial measmt*- 
ments, and in ])arentlu^ses after each, the corres}>onding dimensions as 
given for the type. Head and l)ody, 1420 mm. (520) ; tail, SllO ((iliO) ; hind 
foot [from dry skin], ]PP(ir»5); (nir, 4.‘> (40). Skull: greatest kmgth, 
12P nOP); basilar kmgth, S.‘5 (OS); zygomatic bi-eadth, P(> (77); greatest 
breadth across or) )ital region, S7. 5 ( 72.5 ); greatest diametim of orbit, 50 
(2S); interorbital constriction, 17. (11); greatest width of cranium, 7P 
(OS. 2)); ])alatilar length, 42 (52.P); width of palate inside nd, 24 (20.5); 
length of upper toothrow from front of first jn-emolar to j>ack of last 
molar, ol (50).
